WASHINGTON, Oct. 31—Alan 
Valentine, the new economic 
stabilization administrator, under 
whom direct price and wage con- 
trols would function should the 
Administration decide to invoke 
them, said today such controls do 
not cure inflation. 

They have been urged by Ber- 
nurd M. Baruch, in two wars the 
nation’s leading expert on mobil- 
ization and inflation control. Val- 
entine indicated his opinion that 
they should be used-in the current 
situation as a last resort, if em- 
ployed at all. 

Valentine, a Republican, a 
former president of Rochester 
University, and an opponent of 
“planned economy”, spoke here 
today at a meeting of the Wom- 
en’s National Press Club. 

Like Truman’s Views. 

The tenor of his talk was in 
accord with that expressed earlier 
by President Truman and WwW 
Stuart Symington of St. Louis, 
who, as chairman of the National 
Security Resources Board, 
over-all charge of the mobilization 
end stabilization program. 

He began by saying that no one 
can tell now what controls, di- 
rect or indirect, may be required, 
and even of he did know, he 
could not hint in advance what 
they might be without “disturbing 
the economic stability” which it 
is his responsibility to preserve. 

A “little bit of inflation,”. he 
said, is liked by many Ameri-

Before he had referred to a 
“little bit of inflation” like other 
members of the stabilization or- 
ganization who agreed with what 
we have done so far, a member 
on the policy level had told this 
reporter, referring to the present 
program, that it reminded him of 
the unfortunate girl who was a 
“little bit pregnant.” 

“Many people are most con- 
cerned with the present inflation 
of the cost of living to the aver- 
age consumer,” Valentine said. 
The average cost of living in- 
crease since June probably is con- 
siderably less than it seems to the 
harried housewife, though it is 
bad enough. 

“But many of us are concerned 
with future Fe ep te et roa 
will happen if the trend of prices 
continues up at the rate of July 
and August, and what will hap- 
pen when the full effects of our 
present and future military orders 
for defense combined with the 
necessary restriction of produc- 
tion of goods for civilian produc- 
tion and competitive bidding for 
those goods are reflected in con- 
sumer prices for food, rent, serv- 
ices and clothing.”

High school teachers and such 
students as volunteer will be as- 
signed to elementary schools 
within their districts, where they 
will join elementary school teach- 
ers under the supervision of ele- 
mentary principals. Their duties 
will consist of distributing litera- 
ture and sample ballots at the 
polls and baby-sitting for voters. 

Week of Campaigning. 

The election day duties will

Today a number of elementary 
schools began a series of parades 
through thei. neighborhoods to 
stimulate interest in the election 
and to supplement the work of 
individual solicitation that has 
been going on for scme time.

To Retain Personnel.

All personnel 
would be retained, Williford said, 
and the new management would 
attempt to continue “the policies 
that have made the Jefferson 
famous.” This was in line with 
the Hilton policy of permitting 
each hotel in the chain to retain 
its own individuality, he added. 

Acquisition of the Jefferson 
marks the first entry into this 
state of the Hilton chain, one of 
the largest in the world. Among 
other hotels it owns or leases 
are the Waldorf-Astoria in New 
the Palmer House and Ste- 
in Chicago, the Mayflower 
in Washington and the Town 
House in Los Angeles. 

Purchased in 1927. 

The Jefferson was purchased in 
1927 from the late Lyman T. Hay 
by Teich and the late Carl C. 
Roessler, uncle of Carl E. Roes- 
sler. Teich and Roessler built the 
13-story addition, making the 800- 
room hotel the largest in St. 
Louis. 

Carl E. Roessler, who came to 
St. Louis in 1927 following grad- 
uation from the University of 
Illinois, became manager in 1934, 

The Jefferson is the fourteenth 
hotel acquired by the Hilton 
group, headed by Conrad N. Hil- 
on.

“He said he would pay us $300 
to cripple Mr. Adams, $400 for 
a ‘better job’ and $1200 if we 
would kill him,” police quoted 
Johnson as saying. Watts, who 
lives at 4438 Easton avenue; gave 
a similar account under question- 


ing, police said. 

atts and Johnson reported 
they received “several dollars for 
gasoline” from the county man, 
who pointed out Adams’s Cadil- 
lac automobile to them, with di- 
rections to trail the business 
agent. The pair told police they 
followed Adams several times “to 
make the man believe we were 
going to do the job.” 

They gave up for fear they 
would be suspected as robbers,” 
Watts related. 

Johnson’s conviction had no 
connection with the reported con- 
spiracy to maim or kill Adams. 
Police sought a warrant charging 
Watts with carrying a concealed 
weapon in another case, but the 
warrant was refused. 

Held Awaiting Warrant Action.

Adams was shot last April 12 in 
an exchange of pistol fire at a 
construction job at 1020 South 
Fourth street.

Tony 
Pelker, a laborers’ business agent, 
was identified by Adams as his 
assailant.

Have Run Out of Mor.

SEOUL, Wednesday, Oct. 31 
(AP) — Two fast-moving United 
States columns crashed through 
North Korean defenses at widely 
separated points Tuesday in a 
concerted effort to reach the

On the west a United States 
Twenty-fourth Division tank col- 
umn sliced within 32 road miles 
of the Manchurian border town of 
Sinuiju, reputed “capital” of the 
Red government since the fall of 
Pyongyang. Maj. Gen. John H. 
Church commanding the Twenty- 
fourth said he would be “very dis- 
appointed” if the division did not 
reach the Yalu river today. 

The United States Seventh Di- 
vision, which landed at Iwon on 
the east coast, Sunday, drove 
swiftly northeast. Aerial reports 
to- Eight Army headquarters said 
the Seventh reached Pungsan, 40 
air miles south of the Manchurian 
border town of Hyesanjin. Head- 
quarters said leading elements of 
the Seventh hoped to .reach that 
border town today. 

South Koreans Advance. 

Farther pp the east coast, South 
Korean infantrymen of the Capi- 
tal Division punched 22 miles 
beyond occupied Songjin and en- 
tered the railroad center of 
Kilchu on the main coastal line 
leading to Soviet Siberia. 

Kilchu is only 62 air miles 
southwest of Chongjin, the last 
big Korean port south of the So- 
viet Siberian border.

DONNELL DEFENDS 
TAFT LAW. SAYS 


IN SPEECH HERE : 


HE 1S FOR UNIONS 


Declares Restrictions in 
Act on Labor Heads 
Are for Benefit of Rank 
and File — Summarizes 
Clauses.

United States Senator Forrest 
C. Donnell, Republican nominee 
to succeed himself at next Tues- 
day’s election, defended the Taft- 
Hartley labor law, and his sup- 
port of it, in a speech before an 
enthusiastic crowd of more than 
600 persons attending a mass 
meeting last night at North St. 
Louis Turner Hall, Twentieth and 
Salisbury streets. 

When Missouri’s senior senator 
arrived at the meeting hall at 
9:50 p.m., the crowd rose to its 
feet, cheering, whistling and ring- 
ing cowbells. Donnell was escort- 
ed down the center aisle by 
George W. Hartman, chairman of 
the Republican City Committee, 

Donnell, smiling, nodded to va- 
rious members of the audience 
and shook hands with others as 
he made his way to the speakers’ 
platform. The ovation lasted four 
minutes before former Mayor 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, who presided 
‘at the rally, held up his hands 
to quiet the crowd. ® 

Favors Collective Bargaining. 

Before launching into a pre- 
pared speech on the Taft-Hartley 
law, Donnell told the meeting, “I 
am for labor unions, believe in 
collective bargaining and have 
never intentionally voted for any 
legislation which I believed ad- 
verse to labor interests.” 

He spoke for 50 minutes, but 
after the first few minutes, inter- 
rupted himself to ask and obtain 
permission of his audience to re- 
move his suit coat. Then, in shirt- 
sleeves; he completed his talk. 
His fice was beaded with perspiz 
ation when he finished. 

“It is not unlikely that much 
of the opposition from labor un- 
fon heads to the Taft-Hartley law 
arises from the important restric- 
tions on the powers of such labor 
union heads, which are for the 
direct benefit of the rank and file 
members of the unions,” Donnell 
said. 

“Indeed, the Taft-Hartley law 
removes the opportunity for the 
successful exercise by labor union 
heads of dictatorial powers over 
the rank and file membership of 
the union.” 

Protection Afforded by Law. 

He asserted the law affords un- 
fon members protection by: 

Preventing the requirement of 
excessive or discriminatory ini- 
tiation fees. 

Making it necessary for any 
union desiring to obtain action on 
complaints of unfair labor prac- 
tices by employers to furnish its 
members information as to what is 
done with union funds. 

Requiring protection of welfare 
funds provided by employers. 

Prohibiting contributions or ex- 
penditures from union treasuries 
in connection with the election of 
federal officials. 

Requiring 60 days notice of 


strike action in cases where a/| 


collective bargaining contract is 
in effect. 

Donnell said that a large por- 
tion of the Taft-Hartley law con- 
sisted of amendments to the Wag- 
ner law, passed in 1935. The 
Wagner law, he said, “omitted to 
protect management and also 
omitted to protect the workers 
from union leaders. It proved, 
in practice, to be exceedingly one- 
sided in its operation.” 

Effort to Protect Public. 

“The Taft-Hartley law,” he con- 
tinued, “sought to bring about 
equality of treatment between 
employers and labor unions and 
also to protect the interests of 
the public at large. 

“Among protections provided 
in the law for the public is the 
provision by which a jurisdiction- 
al strike is made an unfair labor 
practice and under which injunc- 
tion may be obtained to prevent 
such a strike.” 

Other protections provided by 
the law for the public good Don- 
nell cited as the provision mak- 
ing secondary boycotts illegal and 
giving injunctive relief against 
such boycotts, and the provision 
authorizing the appointment of a 
board of inquiry by the President 
in threatened, or existing dis- 
putes, which would imperil the 
national health or safety, and 
authorizing the Government to 
petition federal courts to enjoin 
such work-stoppages. 

This provision for national 
emergency injunctions, Donnell 
said, “is beneficial to the em- 
ployes themselves in that it pre- 
vents labor leaders from calling 
strikes without exhausting efforts 
at settlement.” 

Clesed Shop. 

Touching upon the Taft-Hartley 
law prohibition of closed-shop 
agreements, Donnell said such 
agreements “are unwise” from 
the employer's viewpoint because 
they do not permit him “to select 
for his employes only those whom 
he deems qualified to perform 
work in his establishment.” 

“From the standpoint of a per- 
son seeking employment,” he said, 
“a closed shop agreement is ob- 
jecionable because, if he cannot 
obtain employment unless he al-

Investigating Whether 
Gibbs Reported Extra 
Income in Handling 


Illinois Checks.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Oct. 31— 
Cashing of more than $18,000 in 
state employes’ pay checks by 
State Representative William F. 
Gibbs of Quincy is being investi- 
gated by the intelligence unit of 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, the 
Post-Dispatch learned today. 

Several agents of the unit’s 

Springfield office have conferred 
on the case with State’s Attorney 
General George P. Coutrakon of 
Sangamon county, with a view of 
learning whether Gibbs reported 
extra income on his income tax 
returns. 
Coutrakon, who will submit the 
case to the county grand jury 
when it convenes Nov. 20, said 
yesterday Gibbs had admitted re- 
taining “campaign contributions” 
from the pay checks. The prose- 
cutor said he had been unable to 
find any trace of the three State 
Highway Department employes 
whose checks Gibbs cashed. 

Also summoned to appear be- 
fore the grand jury are three state 
officials who served under for- 
mer Gov. Dwight H. Green when 
the checks were issued. The of- 
ficials are former Public Works 
Director Walter A. Rosenfield, 
Assistant Public Works Director 
I. A. (Jack) Palmer and Finance 
Director Mark A. Saunders. 

Saunders was the Green cabi- 
net member charged with patron- 
age matters. Rosenfield and Palm- 
er headed the office having super- 
vision over the Highway Depart- 
ment. Coutrakon said he was 
“looking into the possibility” that 
others on the state payroll dur-_ 
ing Green’s Republican adminis- 
tration did not work for their pay. 

In April 1949, the Post-Dispateh 
revealed that more than $1,350,- 
000 was collected by about 200 
“gravy-train” riders, including the 
three now named by Coutrakon. 
on the phony “general office” 
payroll of the Highway Depart- 
ment. Others on this payroll in- 
cluded Republican county com- 
mittee chairmen and secretaries 
and editors and publishers oi Illi- 
nois newspapers. 

Coutrakon said he was interest- 
ed in establishing whether the 
three men whose checks Gibbs 
cashed “actually exist.” 

The three names on the pay- 
roll were Russell Parker, who re- 
ceived $11,010 between 1943 and 
1948; Oscar Smith, $5125 in 1946- 
48, and Ralph Amtzen, $2150 in 
1947-48. 
| Gibbs, a Democrat, seeking re- 
election Nov. 7, has said the three 
'men made the “contributions” in 
appreciation of his having ob- 
| tained state jobs for them. He 
said he retained $20 from each 
chack he cashed for Parker. 
Previously he told the Post-Dis- 
patch he withheld sums to reim- 
burse him for money he advanced 
to Parker to buy an automobile. 

The Republican organization in 
Gibbs’s bailiwick—Adams county 
—has capitalized on the disclos? 
ures about the pay checks. How- 
ever, the county Democratic com- 
mittee has adopted a “hands off” 
policy, officials saying they regard 
the affair as Gibbs’s own problem. 
This is-the position also taken by 
the State Central Committee, 
which has headquarters here.

IRADIO.. ISOTOPES 
‘CHECK EFFICIENCY 
OF PUBLIC WASHERS 


A new use for radio-isotopes 
'was demohstrated to the Ameri- 
| can Public Health Association to- 
day in tests indicating that radio- 
| active materials may provide a 
| powerful weapon for preventing 
spread of communicable disease 

Increasing use of public auto- 
matic laundry machines has 
raised the question whether such 
machines may spread disease 
germs. With funds supplied by 
the American Home Laundry 
Manufacturers’ Association, the 
School of Public Health at the 
University of Michigan set out to 
test how well various machines 
wash garments, but found that 
ordinary techniques involving ex- 
amination of bacteria with a mi- 
croscope were not satisfactory. 

Then radio-isotopes were tried. 
Phosphorus made radioactive by 
being bombarded with uranium 
neutrons in a chain reaction pile 
at Oak Ridge, Tenn., was used as 
a culture for growing bacteria. 
The radioactive bacteria were 
spread on table linen and the lin- 
en was run through different 
makes of washing machines, 

A napkin dfSplayed at Kiel 
Auditorium looked perfectly 
clean and white, but when a 
Geiger eounter was placed near a 
sample of the washed linen, there 
was a tell-tale clicking. The count 
was 523 pulses of radiation in one 
minute. evidence that an appre- 
ciable quantity of the soiling 
agent (bacteria) was still present 
in the linen. 

Experiments have not been 
completed, but radio-isotopic ex- 
amination has proved from 1000 
to 10,000 times as sensitive as 
conventional methods for detect- 
ing bacteria. The result may be 
improved tests for washing ma- 
chine efficiency and development 
of better machines.

during gravel dredging work near 
the Arkansas shore. The barge 
supplying fuel to power the op- 
eration blew up, sinking the 
dredge and wrecking the gravel 
barge. 

The flaming oil barge, described 
as a “giant torch” and the tug- 
boat Skipper broke away and 
swept downriver for 10 miles be- 
fore they were beached. 

Site of the disaster was near 
the foot of Old Town Bend, 20 
river miles below Helena, Ark., 
and 70 air miles south of Mem- 
phis, Tenn. 

One worker, identified as Paul 
Godsey Sr., of Caruthersville, Mo., 
was pulled from the sinking 
dredge and taken to a Helena 
hospital where he died. Godsey’s 
father also was known to have 
been aboard the dredge. A sec- 
ond body was recovered at dawn. 

Dredging equipment was re- 
portedly owned by the Mississip- 
pi River Sand & Gravel Co., of 
Caruthersville whose spokesman 
released the names of five men 
known to have been aboard the 
dredge and tug—the Godseys, 
Earl Wallace, Edward Resch and 
Richard Kurtz.

Business and Industrial Activity 


Still Rising in Reserve District 


Spending by Consumers, Companies and Gov- 
ernment Is Back of Continued 
Upswing, Says Bank. 


A continued upswing in indus- 
trial and business activity in the 
Eighth Federal Reserve District, 
including St. Louis, was reported 
today in the monthly review by 
the Federal Reserve Bank here. 

Large volume of expenditures 
by consumers and by business and 
the receiving of an ‘Increasing 
amount of Government orders 
were listed as reasons for the 
upward continuation. 


“As the demand for goods ex- 
pands, employment and income 
climb higher,” the bank reported. 
“Accompanying the general ex- 
pansion in production, employ- 
ment and income—and, to a sig- 
nificant extent stimulating it—is 
a continuation of the upward 


i\trend in credit.” 


Follows: National Trend. 
Pointing out that the district 


‘is following the national trend in 


a shifting of the labor~field to 
an employe’s market, the bank 
said non-agricultural employment 
was at an all-time high while 
manufacturing employment estab- 
lished a peacetime record. 

In the St. Louis area. it was 
reported, employment climbed 
from mid-August to mid-Septem- 
ber, marking the ninth ccnsecu- 
tive month of an increase. 

As jobs increased, the number 
of persons receiving unemploy- 
ment insurance dropned. In St. 
Lous. compensable claims in mid- 
September were one-fcurth less 
than in August and only one- 
half as great as in September 
of 1949. 

Government Contracts. 

Describing the volume of Gov- 
ernment contracts received by 
firms in the district, the bank 
said non-secret “prime contracts” 
totaling $7,500,000 have been

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Four Good Records 
If they judge by congressional voting records, 


citizens of the St. Louis area should have very 
little trouble marking their ballots for members 


of the national House of Representatives. The 


four incumbents from this area, including the 
adjacent Illinois district, all have progredsive 
records considerably better than the average. 

Frank M. Karsten, Representative of the Thir- 
teenth District, has continued te follow in the 
footsteps of his mentor, the late Representative 
“Jack” Cochran. He has been diligent in serv- 
ing his consfituents; and he was right on at 
least 10 of the 12 issues selected by the Post- 
Dispatch to test performance in this session. 

Exactly the same voting records were com- 
piled by the two other St. Louis incumbents, 
John B. Sullivan of the Eleventh District and 
Raymond W. Karst of the Twelfth. Sullivan, of 
course, is reasonably well known since he is 
no newcomer to Democratic politics. Karst, on 
the other hand, is completing his first term 
and so may be checked up more sharply. 

His part in trying to build up a scare about 
the loyalty of employes in the Army Record 
Center here in St. Louis has left quite a bad 
taste. Obviously, it was beneath his St. Louis 
colleagues even if it did seem to promise some 
vote bait. Karst, incidentally, faces the most 


impressive opponent in the local congressional 


races, Republican Thomas B. Curtis, a man of 
ability and initiative. 

What counts in the end, however, is how a 
man votes on major national questions. And 
Karst can point out that he voted just as did 
Karsten and Sullivan. 

In connection with foreign affairs, all three 
voted for aid to Korea, against reductions in 
the military assistance program, and in favor 
of continuing the reciprocal trade policy. 

On domestic issues, they voted against the 
notorious Kerr natural gas bill. They supported 
aid for co-operative housing and the continua- 
tion of rent controls. They also supported a 
broader social security program. When it came 
to the Taft-Hartley law, they strictly followed 
the Administration line and voted for repeal. 

More to their credit were their votes for 
breaking the grip of the House Rules Com- 
mittee on legislation. All three, it must be re- 
corded, originally voted for the new anti-sub- 
versive legislation; but they reversed themselves 
and voted to uphold President Truman’s com- 
mendable veto of this hasty and ill-conceived 
interference with constitutional guarantees. 

Melvih Price, Representative of the Illinois 
Twenty-fifth District across the river, has an 
equally good record. If anything, he showed 
rather more initiative in the House than was 
displayed by any of the St. Louis delegation. 

None of these four can be said as yet to 
have achieved an outstanding position of lead- 
ership in Congress, but all have been diligent 
and, on the record, all can make a claim for 
the continued support of their constituents. 
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Gov. Dewey Loses a Vote 

Frank E. Gannett is not going to vote for 
Gov. Dewey for re-election. The New York pub- 
lisher does not go so far as to say he will vote 
for the Democratic nominee. But he thinks the 
time has come for the’man who carried the 
G.O.P. presidential banner in 1944 and 1948 
either to “retire or be retired.” 

Since Gov. Dewey co-operated wholeheartedly 
with the draft movement, he clearly has no in- 
tention currently of retiring voluntarily. There- 
fore, Mr. Gannett, long a Dewey booster, is in 
favor of forcible retirement for him at the 
polls by conscientious Republican voters. 

Taking a walk is nothing new in New York 
politics. Al Smith took a walk. So did Jim 
Farley. Gov. Dewey tried to cancel out the 
effect of the Hanley bombshell by saying that 
friends had paid off Franklin D. Roosevelt's 
debts to get him to run for Governor. He 
would be much nearer the mark if he answered 
Publisher Gannett by saying that taking a walk 
has hoary Democratic precedents. 


Too Little in Indochina 

There are reports that France at last is go- 
ing to get around to establishing an Indochinese 
army, of perhaps 150,000 men. Until now, any 
Indochinese who wanted to fight the rebel forces 
had to do it under the French flag. 

This would be a step in the right direction, 
and probably would have been an excellent 
move if it had been made two or three years 
ago when anti-Communist elements in the coun- 
try still were in firm control, But now there 
is grave question whether it may not be too 
late, and far too little. 

For what most Indochinese want is the right 
to determine their own destinies, not just to 
fight for French imperialism. So long as this 
is the people's goal, it should also be the goal 
of the West. And it should also be our goal te 
establish a strong government of Indochinese, 
the kind of government the French+sponsored 
Bao Dai does not look as though he would be 
able to provide, even if he had the authority. 

A way out of this mess, out of this looming 
loss of Indochina to the Kremlin, could be pro- 
vided if the problem were turned over to. the 
United Nations. But the French cabinet, bol- 
stered by a recent vote in the National Assem- 
bly, continues to hold on tightly te the essen- 
tial reins of government in Indochina.

Answer: When a canasta has 
been completed it is folded, or 
stacked in one pile, or “closed.” 
The fact that we say a canasta is 
“completed” and “closed” creates 
a disapprehension that no further 
cards may be added. That is not 
the case, except under certain un- 
ofiicial table rules.
